Phillip "Ticky" Scholtz, Univer- 
sity of Kentucky freshman, dis- 
covered the corpse of Mrs. Evelyn 
Sliwlnsky, 24, lying on River Road 
while returning from a dance In 
Louisville, where he was spending 
the week-end with his parents. 
Driving In a dense fog. "Ttcky" 
noticed a swaying auto coming 
toward him, and a moment after it 
passed came to the woman who 
was lying in a pool of blood. 

\fter he had stopped and In- 
vestigated, he notified police. The 
doctor who examined the body said 
that it was as badly mangled as 
any he had ever seen. Apparantly 
she had been beaten with a blunt 
instrument and then run over by 
a car. Police were unable to locate 
Mrs. Sliwlnsky s husband. 

Scholtz was not held as a wit- 
ness and returned to Lexington 
Sunday night.

With a stiff schedule looming up.

team has ever been called upon to 
face, the first official varsity bas- 
ketball practice of the season was 
held yesterday afternoon in Alum- 
ni gym. 

Yesterday s opening session was 
devoted mainly to limbering up and 
shooting practice. The candidates 
were allowed plenty of freedom and 
did little more than break Into the 
routine. Head basketball Coach 
Adolph F Rupp. announced after 
the initial workout that he would 
like to have all players with any 
experience report as soon as pos- 
sible for the dally drills. 

Three regular members of last 
season's Southeastern conference 
champions were missing yesterday. 
Dave Lawrence and Jack Tucker 
were lost through graduation and 
Leroy "Big Ed" Edwards failed to 
return to school. Coach Rupp will 
be faced with the necessity of find- 
ing capable replacements for these 
performers and his task will be no 
easy one. 

Practically a new team will have 
to be built with Captain Andy An- 
derson and Warfield Donohue. reg- 
ular guards, and Oarland Lewis, 
Ralph Carlisle. Jim Goforth. and 
"Duke" Ellington as a nucleus. "Red" 
Hagan, Billy Splcer. "Red" Craig, 
and J. Rice Walker, recruits from 
la! . year's learllng unit, also will 
be available for duty. Harry Bliss 
and Bob Taylor, both lettermen. 
are expected to be in the thick of 
the fight for positions. 

Although the opening game is 
still almost two months away, the 
difficulty of the schedule will make 
plenty of strenuous practice Im- 
perative and lt is Coach Rupp's 
idea to have his team in the best 
of shape before the season gets 
underway.

Sidney Smith, "The Gumps" 
Creator, Is Killed In Crash 



Chicago. Oct. 21— ilNS)— Fu- 
neral services for Sidney Smith, 
famous cartoonist, will be held here 
Wednesday 

Smith, who gained world-wide 
fame through his creation of "The 
Gumps," was killed early yesterday 
when his automobile collided head- 
on with another car near Harvard, 
111 

He was driving alone, and was 
en route to his 2200-acre farm near 
Slurland, Wis. 

The celebrated cartoonist s death 
came only a few hours after he had 
signed a new five-year contract 
with the syndicate handling his 
famed comic strip. It called for a 
salary uf $150,000 a year. 

Robert Sidney Smith was burn in 
BloomUigton, 111 , Feb. 13. 11177, and 



was educated In the public schools 
there. He recently recalled 




he was supposed to be studying 
Taking him by the coat collar she 
marched him to the door with the 
admonition : 

"Young man. you go home. You're 
not fit for anything but a cartoon- 
ist." 

He began bis newspaper career 
with the Bloomingtoii Sunday Eye 
at the age of 18 Successively he 
worked on newspapers In Indianap- 
olis. Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, and 
Toledo In 1911 he gained his first 
measure of fame with the creation 
"Old Doc Yak." for the Chicago 
Tribune. About 1817 he began draw- 
ing "The Gumps. " The pictorial 
story of "Andy." "Mln," and "Uncle 
Blm," brought lilm fame and for- 
tune. 

Speaking fondly of "Andy" re- 
cently, his creator said 

Andy Is a kind of everyday phll- 
•pher He tries to voice the sen-

Woefully weakened by the 
sence of Nevers and 
Kentucky Wildcats fell 
powerful onslaught of the Auburn 
Plainsmen in Montgomery, Ala., 
Saturday afternoon, and wound up 
on the short end of a 23 to 0 
score, In one of the worst defeats 
the Cats have suffered since Ohet 
Wynne became head coach. « 

It was Bunky ORourke. a substi- 
tute fullback, replacing the almost 
unreplacablc Wilton Kilgort. who 
stole the show and was such a 
thorn in Kentucky's side. This lad 
made the first long run of the day 
when he took the ball In the first 
quarter and ran 52 yards to Ken- 
tucky's nine yard line before he 
was finally downed. Again In the 
third quarter he took the leather 
on a lateral and in one of the most 
beautiful exhibitions of broken field 
running ever staged in Crarapton 
Bowl, went over the left side of the 
Kentucky line, dashed down the 
sidelines as straight as an arrow, 
and then cut back and with fine 
Interference crossed the goal line 
on a final lunge that would put a 
sprinter to shame. McMillan dove 
at O Rourke as the fullback hit the 
five-yard line, but although he 
made contact, so powerfully was O - 
Rourke running, he dragged Mc- 
Millan over the goal line with him. 

Auburn's first marker came hi 
the first quarter after Johnson's 
punt from behind his own goal 
line was partially blocked and 
travelled only to the 29-yard line 
ORourke broke through for 11 
yards and then Hitchcock dashed 
the remaining 18 yards for the 
touchdown

In the second quarter. Haygood 
Paterson. giant Auburn tackle, and 
prospective candidate for AU-Amer- 
Ican honors, dropped back to the 
15 yard line for a field goal and 
booted the ball squarely between 
the uprights for three points. 

On the second play in the fourth 
period Joe Bob Mitchell, lanky Au- 
burn reserve ball carrier, broke 
through the center of Kentucky's

U. S. Anti-Olympic Group 

Protests to Officialdom 




New York, Oct. 21— (INSi— With 
vociferous demands for a rigorous 
examination into alleged racial and 
religious discrimination by Nazis 
against German athletes, leaduig 
proponents of the movement to 
keep the United States out of the 
Berlin Olympic games next year 
today lodged emphatic protests In 
two Important official quarters. 

Judge Jeremiah T. Mahoney. in 
a letter to Dr Theodore Lewald. 
president of the Orman Olympic 
committee. nuUI the A. A. U., of 
which he Is national president, had 
Investigated reports of discrimina- 
tion und. as u result, had found: 

"That the German Jews are being 
excluded from the possibility of 
participating in the Olympic games 
ineielv because they are Jews. 

That not only are they not en- 
couraged to participate In the 
Olympics, but tliat the conditions 
niier winch tin s exist make it tin - 



"That the present German gov- 
ernment has uijected race, religion 
and politics into sports in general 
and into the Olympics in particular, 
and has destroyed their free and 
independent character. 

"That discrimination In sports, 
which began with the Jews, lias been 
extended so as to include Catholics 
and Protestants who do not supine- 
ly subnUt to the Nasi will In all 
spheres, including the sphere ot 
conscience — and that if Oermany 
today has no Jews of Olympic cal- 
ibre it is because she has denied 
them adequate facilities for train- 
ing and competition and has forced 
them into exile or suicide ."

One can well imagine the Vale bulldog growl- 
,ng uneasily in the half-sleep of his self-suf- 
ficiency. Comfortable old men, bulldogs, and 
Yak work themselves into a tremendous dithci 
when the odor of a new idea wafts around an 
ivied corner. It is all the same-old men fume 
and shake their tancs at the laughing clean- 
limbed voting; bulldogs growl and scratch, then 
,reep warily under the sofa; and Yale publishes 
a "Digest" poll. 

It is not that we believe the United States 
harbors no red propagandists-thai would be 
like denying the existence of the |x?ople them- 
selvcs-but railiei undue emphasis is !>eing 
placed on Yah- as a bleeding place for commun- 
ists Communism springs up wherever it can get 
a hearing; that is true, but it seems to be more 
of a sacred ailing than a hearing in this college 
.nli<l< 

In the first place, 62% of the 3300 undergrad 
nates, and facultv who were questioned recently 
admitted having been born in Russia. Ordinary 
reason and the registrars files will prove that not 
c\erv other person in that great university is of 
Russian birth. The Russian mind and soul is so 
so interlaced and interwoven with communistic 
ideas and vain imaginings that the wonder 
would be if it should change. Thus we may ex- 
Md red reactions M come from those imborn 
in it. But it is difficult for us to think that an 
American university should possess within its 
walls more than half of its students and faculty 
right out of Russia. May we suggest, the Daily 
Sews might have picked the 3300 epiestioned 
arbitrarily instead of taking an honest average? 

If the Yale Daily \'ews had really wanted to 
alarm anvbocb, ihCK should have been no men- 
tion of the mrmber ol Russian-born. The Kernel 
would be interested in knowing how a more 
typical college group would stand. 

The revelation docs, however comix 1 ! reali/a 
tion more clearlv than l>cfore that there is such 
a thing as Red activity among our younger fry. 
The foreign-born, even though foreign-born, is 
nevertheless making itself at home in America's 
front pallor and has to be seriously considered. 

The Kernel does not feel as the Daily News 
digest might suggest to some, that all that is 
left to be done is to pull down the 1 stars and 
stii|K-s and send up the red rag. But we do be- 
lieve we can accept the maitei for what it is 
worth and try to educate red enthusiasts toward 
a saner understanding of public affairs. 

It is not thai our system is to be (onsidcud 
|k i feet— that is not the question— but lathei 
honestly to distuss problems of public interest. 
In this wa\ points of contact will lie made as 
COUld never be done In each side merely insist- 
ing. "Your system is wrong. Mine is light." 

The people as a whole are not willing to over- 
throw a form of government they ha\c for one 
little tried and not loo successful. 

In whatevci my, however. Yale oi an\ ntlu i 
university ma\ have been afrlie ted by the red 
peril of Russia. The Kernel is confident in the 
conviction that uijoii the campus of the Univer- 
sity of kentuckx the crimson devil can expect 
no comfortable abiding place, eithei now or 
hereafter.

1 I ME FOR ACTION 
For the past several years, incoming male 
fieshmen students have bCM reepiired. thiough 
a regulation of ihe Men's Student Council, to 
wear caps in the colors of the University, so as 
to distinguish these freshmen from upperclass 
students. 

It has been apparent, during the last year or 
two, that the first year students have l>een more 
and more inclined to grow away from the usage 
of these caps until now it is indeed a rarity to 
see a freshman hat. Clearly, the days of rah-rah 
Co U egi ana are over, for the present at least; it 
is possible that the nation-wide change of atti- 
tude and spirit of the average college student 
brought about by the depression is responsible 
for the inc reasing resentment of freshmen against 
the traditional headgear. This resentment may 
Ik- construed to mean that University students 
in general are a part and parcel of the new era. 

Then is. however, another angle which must 
be attacked liefore this matter is so completely 
and loosely tossed aside. We refer, of course, to 
the effect which the consistent violation of any 
regulation has upon the morale of any body. It 
was shown during prohibition that the violation 
of one law leads easily to a disregard of other 
laws We clo not think that it is carrying the 
inattei too far. then, to say that the violation by 
Ereahaaefl oi the freshman hat rule may lead to an 
upheaval in ihe rules and traditions of the Uni- 
veisitv: although this is highly improbable, it 
distinctly carries mil the line of reasoning. 

Now. it is squarely upon the Student Council 
to act one way or another. It is wholly unlike 
college ix-oplc to allow matters to permeate 
iheinselves. If it is decided bv that gioup that 
the blue and white caps are not in keeping with 
the prevailing attitude in our colleges, then let 
tliein be discarded. 

If. however, the council believes that fiesh- 
men hats are an integral pan in the tiaditious of 
the University, it lies upOO that ImkIv, with the 
cooperation of staff and students, to rigidly en- 
force the ic-gulation requiring first year men to 
wen caps. No doubt there are means which the 
council can use to do this.
